GENEVA, Nov. 29.—The big allied 


powers today clinched their hold upon 
the countries for which they hold man- 
dates when the council of tne league 
voted for a permanent mandate which 
will have wide authority. 


There will be nine members on the 


mandatory commission and all will be 
selected by the council. 
This com- 


mission will regulate all affairs relat- 
ing to mandates and will decide ques- 
tions such as that involved in the 
monopoly in Mesopotamia for which 
country Great Britain holds a man- 
date.

COLUMBUS, Nov. °9 — The rapid 


decline in the value of farm crops and 
livestock is making a big hole in the 
incomes of Ohio farmers. The value 
of the Ohio crops this year, baaed on 
present prices, scarcely reaches $335,- 
000,000, a decline of about $170,000,000 
within the past year. 
* 


The value of last year's crop, based 


on prices prevalent on December 1, 
1919 which were rather typical of th« 
prices on products which prevailed 
turnout the year is estimated at $510,- 
000,000. The declining prices caused 
a loss of nearly $90,000,000 to corn 
raisers. This year's corn crop is as 
large as last year's. Cora is now sell- 
ing around 66 cents a bushel. A year 
ago, it sold for $1.21. 


The greatest direct loss has occur- 


red to farmers raising wheat, not so 
much because of the decline in prices, 
for, at least, 50 per cent of this year'* 
crop was reported marketed while the 
price was $2.00 or better but because 
of failure in many sections, of the 
crop. 


A $3,000,000 loss to Ohio oat raisers 


is due to falling prices altho this year's 
crop is over one-third larger than that 
of last year.

AND LICENSE LAW 


FOR MS NEXT 


COLUMBUS. Nov. 29.— A 
strong 


stream pollution law, with "teeth la 
it" and a resident fishing license law 
will be two of the most 
important 


measures the Bureau 
of Fish 
and 


Game, backed by 
Ohio 
sportsmen, 


will request of the coming legislature. 
The sportsmen thruout Ohio declare 
they will uo longer toleruto the use of 
beautiful streams as sewore for re- 
fuse from factories that destroys fish, 
and the hunters and trappers have 
come to the conclusion that the fish- 
erman ought to pay his own way. 
The hunters and trappers have been 
"putting up" for the benefit of the 
fisherman in building hatcheries and 
restocking with fiah ever since the 
hunter's license law was passed. The 
hunters want to use their money for 
more game, so a rosldedt fishing li- 
cense law of fifty cents per year, ex- 
empting persons under sixteen years 
of age, will be introduced. Fishermen 
throughout Ohio are in favor of such 
a law it Is said. The license law ex- 
empts the use of any taxpayer's mon- 
ey for fish and game activities. 


The sportsmen will also request an 


increase in salary for all fish 
and 


game protectors, who 
now receive 


from |95 to $120 per month, and will 
request & salaried protector for every 
county in Ohio. They will also aak 
an increase for the heads of the de- 
partment. 
"We are paying the bill 


and this la what we want," the sports- 
men say. 
Ohio sportsmen will also 


demand that the Bureau of Fish and 
Game be kept out of politics, and that 
efficiency bo recognized instead of po- 
litical perferment. 


The sportsmen will endorse an open 


season on doves in Ohio to conform 
to the federal law, which classes the 
dove as a game bird, since the dove 
is reared on Ohio farms
